New Delhi, Feb. 22 'A D - Mo­

May nut Survive 
Tile communique followed an an­ 
nouncement yesterday that if the 
frail little Indian Nationalist leader 
fierslsted in Hie fast at his deten­ 
tion quarters iii Hie Poona palace 
of Uie Aga Khan it might cost. him 
his life. 
Appeals continued to pour in from 
all parts of India, meanwhile, for 
the release of Gandhi, who has been 
under detention since last August 
when his All-India Congress party 
began a civil disobedience campaign 
against British rule. 
He began his 
fast in protest against the refusal 
of the viceroy, Lord Linlithgow, to 
release him unconditionally. 
A conference of Indian [jolit ira I 
leaders assembled 
in 
New Delhi 
yesterday and cabled Prime Minis­ 
ter Churchill asking Gandhi's re­ 
lease. 
Could End f ast 
There was no flint, however, of 
any change in the position taken 
by the government. One spoke m an 
pointed out yesterday that while 
great pressure La being brougtit to 
bear, **practically no one has taken 
the obvious course of suggesting 
that Gandhi himself is equally able 
to save his own life by ending the 
fast." 
An 86-page white book was is­ 
sued by live government of India 
today, apparently designed to fasten 
responsibility upon Gandhi and the 
India Congress 
for 
the violence 
which occurred when Gandhi was 
arrested last August fr~ 
The white paper concluded: 
"Pious Hope" 
"When it has been realized that 
Mr. Gandhi, Ute fountainhead of 
non-violence, knew perfectly well 
that the Indian masses were in- , 
capable of non-violence, new light I 
Is shed on events of the six months 
which have flensed since his August 
arrest. 
"It follows that every reference 
to non-violence in forecasts of the 
forms Hie movement would take, 
made by Mr Gandhi and his Con­ 
gress disciples and in post-urrest 
programs and instructions, is noth­ 
ing more than a pious hope, or at 
best a mild warning which was 
known to have no practical value."
